G-man. 
Barrett, who wears glasses and lins 
the mild demeanor of a professional 
man who goes to church every S u n ­ 
day, was convicted 
of 
shooting 
t" 
death Nelson B. Klein, a government 
agent s t a t i o n e d at C i n c i n n a t i , i n a gun 
ttattle at West College Corner, Iud . 
August 16, 1935. 
His conviction and 
sentence occurred in Federal court 


here.

Close, 
who 
harbored I 
Baby Face Nelson, w as the first to j 
be convicted under the new F e d e r a l1 
act, but the jury recommended mercy, 
and Close was taken to the prison for 
dangerous 
crim inals 
at 
Alcatraz, 
Calif., to serve a life sentence. 
The jury of nine farmers, two auto­ 
mobile salesm en and a saw mill oper­ 
ator, which convicted Barrett did not 
recommend leniency. 
There was a reason. Barrett was a 
hardened criminal, with a worse rec­ 
ord in 
many respects than that of 
John 
Di I linger. 
Val 
Nolan, Federal 
district attorney, charged that Barrett 
had shot and killed his mother and 
had beaten his sister, Rachel, to death, 
avoiding punishment by the nebulous 
justice that prevails in the Kentucky 
feud region. 
Barrett also had participated in in­ 
numerable gun battles of feudists in 
which many were killed at Manches­ 
ter, K>*., and vicinity, where he was 
reared. Then he had varied his crim i­ 
nal career with light excursions into 
automobile stealing with alterations 
of numbers, 
repainting of cars and 
other tricks of the game. 
It w as for violation of the Dyer 
Federal automobile anti-theft law that 
G-men Klein and 
Donald McGovern 
pursued Barrett on the night of the 
fatal shooting. 
The government men had cornered 
Barrett in a dark alley. 
They had 
wounded him below each knee and he 
had fallen. 
But he was still alive. 
He 
sighted 
his gun and murdered 
Klein. 
The defense of Barrett was based 
upon his claim that he thought Klein 
and his partner were Kentucky feud­ 
ists seeking vengeance for past gun 
encounters in the Blue Grass State. 
To that end, steely-eyed Kentuckians 
took the witness stand and described 
incredible feud battles in which the 
Barrett family had participated. 
But the jurors did not believe his 
story.

In fact, the jurist was far 
more affected than the defendant, who
